ENGLISH PREMIER 
WANTS NEW CREDIT 
OF $1,250,000 000 


He Announces Daily War Ex- 
penditure From July 18 to Sept. 
11 Has Been $17,500,000. 


3,000,000 HAVE ENLISTED 


715 Factories Now in Control of 
Munitions Minister Employ 
800,000 Men. 


LONDON. Sept. 15.—The seventh vote 
of credit since the outbreak of the war, 
bringing up the total to £1,262,000,000 
J (98,819,000, 000), was moved in the House 
of Commons this afternoon by Premier 
Asquith. The amount asked for today 
was $1,250,000,000. 

The Premier also announced that 
nearly 3,000,000 men had enlisted. He 
made this statement in reviewing the 
financial and military situations so far 


as military exigencies permitted; but 
this requirement necessitated in many 
instances only vague references to the 
trend of events. 

The growng expeditures for the war 
were emphasized by the Premier. He 
said the average daily cost from April 
1 to,the end of June was $13,500,000; from 
July 1 to 17, $15,000,000; from June 18 to 
Sept. 11, $17,500,000. Thus, the total for 
this period in round figures is $3,500,- 
000,000. There has been repaid $£250,000,- 
000 to the Bank of England, $150,000,000 
has been lent to foreign governments 
and $140,000,000 lent to the dominions. 

Money for New Operations. 
Comparing actual expenditures since 
the last vote of credit with estimates, 
Asquith said there had been some ab- 
normal items to disclose which would 
not be in the public interest, but the 
House might take it that these were 
expenditures incurred for the purpose 
of financing new operations. Part of 
this amount was to be repaid in a few 
months and the remainder represented 
advances for future expenditures. 
Asquith estimated that the weekly 
Bross expenditure henceforth would not 
exceed 75, 000, 000. It was his opinion 
that the new vote would carry the 
country through to the third week of 
November. 

These figures throw some light, in 
many terms, on the contribution we are 
making to the war,“ he continued. “I 
do not wish to say even that we are 
doing- all we can, all we ought, but as 
attempts are constantly being made with 
whatever intention but with the most 
mischievous effect—to belittle and dis- 
courage our efforts, I give some com- 
parisons between peace and war figures. 

“Since the outbreak of the war it will 
be found an aggregate of not far short 
of 3,000,000 has enlisted in the army and 
navy. Recruiting on the whole has 
wept up well, but I regret to say in the 
iast few weeks has been falling off. 

More Laborers Needed. 

Regarding the work of the Munitions 
Department, the Premier said all that 
Was now necessary to complete this 
great and necessary task was an ade- 
quate supply of labor, unskilled quite 
as much as skilled. There was no field 
wherein women could do more uséful 
work. The Minister of Munitions had 
established 20 shell factories and 18 
more were in course of construction. In 
all 715 controlled establishments were 
under the department. In these fac- 
tories, he said, 800,000 workmen were 
now employed, and the country had 
vastly exceeded any standard dreamed 
of before the war. 

Reviewing the military situation, As- 
quith stated that in France and Filan- 
ders the position of the British troops 
had been strengthened everywhere by 
large reinforcements of men and muni- 
tions, and that there had been a con- 
siderable extension of lines taken over 
from the French. 

In the Dardenelles, he continued, the 
British had made substantial gains, 
though they had not succeeded in dis- 
lodging the Turks from the crest of the a 
hills. The British now hold a front of 
more than 12 miles. 

In the east, Asquith said, the Rus- 
sian. army remains unbroken. He as- 
serted that the’ superiority of the Ger- 
mans was only in artillery and that

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ISELLECK WEEPS IN 
COURT; “CROCODILE 
TEARS, SAYS WIFE 


Lawyer So Overcome He Has to 
Leave Stand When Testifying 
in Alimony Hearing. 


TELLS OF DESTITUTION 


Attorney Says Wife Took His 
Cuff Buttons, Shirts, Ties; 
No Fees Since Aug. 1. 


Elroy V. Selleck, a St. 
ney, 


Louis attor- 
testifying today in Circuit Judge 
Wurdeman’s court at Clayton against 
a petition of his wife, Mrs. Hazel L. 
Selleck, for alimony and attorney’s fees 
pending the hearing of her divorce suit, 
wept so bitterly that he was compelled 
to leave the stand. 

His wife, sitting nearby, said scorh- 
fully to friends: 

“He can cry whenever he wants to. 
Those are crocodile tears.” 

Selleck began his testimony in great 
excitment. and was soon talking 80 
rapidly that the court stenographer 
could scarcely keep pace. Rising from 
his chair and pointing a finger at his 
wife, he almost screamed: 

“That woman would accuse me of 
any crime just to ruin me.“ 

He rolled back his coat sleeves . d 
showed that his shirt cuffs were 
held together with bone collar buttons. 

“My wife took my cuff buttons,” he 
shouted. “She took iny shirts, ties. 
and nine suits of underwear. I haven't 
enough clothes to wear. She took a 
typewriter from my office,” 

Sars He Is Behind in Rent. 

The attorney then gave a detailed 
word picture. of his destitution, as he 
called it. He declared he was $190 in ar- 
rears for rent of his office in the Hoi- 
land Building, that he had not made $1 
in fees since the beginning of August, 
that his stenographer left a few weeks 
ago because he owed her $30 and couldn't 
pay. that his telephone had been taken 
out because he was unable to pay the 
bill, and that his watch was in pawn. 

Mrs. Selleck had testified that she 
sent her two younger children, Sanite, 
6 years old, and Effie, 6, to her father 
in Dallas, Tex., because Selleck installed 
them in a ‘damp garage in the rear of 
Yale avenue, in University City, and 
that she. was afraid that, if they didn’t 
die of starvation, they would succumb 
to pneumonia. As to her oldest child, 
Mary Annie, 15, she said she didn’t know 
her whereabouts, as Selleck had taken 
possession of her. The Court asked Sel- 
leck where the child was. 

refuse to tell,“ he cried. I won't 
tell because my wife wanted to put that 
pure, innocent child in the House of 
Detention.“ It was at this point that 
Selleck burst into sobs and had to leave 
the stand. 

Mrs. Selleck said that, judging by her 
husband’s expenditures, be earned $400 
or $500 a month from his law practice.

The Court ordered him to pay 
Mrs. Selleck $10 a week alimony and $60 
attorney's fees, to furnish a room for 
his wife and children, and to produce 
his daughter, Mary Annie, in court, to- 
morrow.

There wére indications, however, that 
if Germany should decline to meet the 
demand for a disavowal, the United 
States would sever diplomatic relations. 

Details of Count von Bernstorff's con- 
ference Monday with Secretary Lansing 
have become known, throwing light on 
the critical point that had been reached 
in the relations between the two coun- 
tries: T Washington Government was 
almost ready to sever diplomatic rela- 
tions, but decided to delay taking any 
step until Germany could be furnished 
the evidence in its possession on the 
Arabic case.

Lawrence Whitcomb, 38734 Tholozan 
avenue, and William Gamble, 4339 For- 
est Park boulevard, who were in the 
rear seat of the auto, testified the ma- 
chine was not going faster than a man 
would walk; that after crossing in front 
of it the child turned back and that 
she slipped and fell in front of the left 
wheels, which ran over her.

In an interview Ambassador 
Morgenthau said: 

“The United States might .be the 
Moses to lead the Armenicn people out 
of bondage. They could be put in the 
unsettied region of the Western states, 
in parts of Washington, Eastern Ore- 
gon, Idaho, Nevada and California. 
They are a clean, industrious, intelli- 
gent race, the best class for immigrants, 
farmers and laborers, eager for edu- 
cation. Two or three weeks ago I 
approached Enver Pasha and Taalet 
Bey (the Turkis 1 Ministers of War 
and of the Interior and two virtual 
rulers of Turkey today) and suggested 
that if the wholerale deportation of the 
Armenians was merely a military mea- 
sure, perhaps they would not object to 
their deportation to America. They fi- 
nally acquiesced. 

; Need Help. 

“By investigation I discovered that a 
myillion is not enough. Five hundre - 
thousand Armenians need help—110, 000 
in Constantinople alone. A hundred 
dollars a head is needed to equip and 
transport thern. 

“It is a magnificent opportunity for 
America to save an entire race and get 
a fine element of citizenship. I suggest 
that the states needing settlers each 
raise a fund to equip a ship for Asia 
Minor. Perhaps $5,000,000 will be the 
needed total.“ 

In the Armenian oppression by the 
Turkish Government since April, it 's 
conservatively estimated that from 
300,000 to 700,000 are dead from massa- 
cres, starvation and disease. 

In the region bounded by Samsun. 
Marsivan, Sivas and Hajun to the bor- 
der of Aleppo and Adanah and the Vi- 
layets east of Persia and north to the 
Black Sea the entire population was 
sent out.

Two Thousand British Boats En- 
gaged in Hunt Watch for 
Peculiar Trail.

LONDON, Sept. 15.—The tell-tale wake 
they leave is responsible for the losses 
of German submarines, according to 
the Dally News, which adds: 

ne losses have been more than 
formidable; they are irretrievable.”

BERLIN BELIEVES 
ORDER TO U-BOATS 
WILL SATISFY U. S. 


BERLIN, via London, Sept. 15.—It is 
believed here that the German note to 
the United States on the sinking of the 
Hesperian will go far toward removing 
one factor of possible tension in the 
German-American negotiations regard- 
ing submarine warfare. In this note 
the German Government indicates two 
reasons for its faith that the Hesper 
ian was not torpedoed. Other reasons 
even stronger, exist to which it is dif- 
ficult to refer, owing to the limitatious 
imposed by the censorship. 

The political leaders of Germany ex- 
press themselves as confident that the 
possibility for future error or accident 
with respect to the sinking of liners 
without warning has been minimized 
They hope that the Arabic case may te 
settled on the basis of Germany's offer 
to refer the question of reparation to 
The Hague and that the difficulties 
with the United States over the sub- 
marine question, if they still exist, may 
be eliminated by reason of, the instruc- 
tions iesued to submarine commanders, 
which are in clear, well-defined form. 

It is pointed out in Berlin that if these 


instructions are interpreted and consid- 


ered in conhection with the changes 
which have taken place here and the 
new spirit prevailing in the quarter most 
directly interested, they are adequate to 
meet the demands of the United States.

Fire Chief Henderson returned to the 
city today, cutting short his vacation 
80 as to assist in the arson inquiry. 

“The Circuit Attorney, the Chief of 
Detectives and I have frequently talked 
over the matter of fires in St. Louis in 
the last two years,” said Chief Hen- 
derson. We knew that many of the 
fires were of incendiary origin, but we 
were almost powerless under the law. 

“There is no fire marshal who has 
power to step in at once when it is sus- 
pected that a fire has been started sim- 
ply for the purpose of collecting the 
insurance, and to make arrests, insist 
upon the production of books and right- 
ly investigate the case. 

“St. Louis greatly needs such an offi- 
clal. Now, thanks to the work of the 
police and some private detective agen- 
cies, it seems possible that we may get 
close to the origin of a large number of 
fires. St. Louis has been having more 
than its share of disastrous fires.”’ 

The Chief, upon his return, consulted 
with Assistant Chief Rucker, who has 
been acting Chief in his absence, and 
Fire Captain O’Brien.

In tracing the source of the barreis 
of gasoline found in buildings after rs 
cent fires and attempts at fires, Capt.

Army patrols here or in the im- 
mediate neighborhood number three 
companies of infantry and two troops 
of cavalry. 

The town of Mercedes, about 20 
miles from here, has been included in 
some of the threats against San 
Benito. 

A few days ago a number of 
strange Mexicans were noticed here. 
At the same time several old and 
trusted Mexican household servants 
advised their employers to leave be- 
cause they had heard ‘that the ban- 
dits were going to attack. 

Yesterday the strange Mexicans 
disappeared from town. Late in the 
day many Mexicans with regular em- 
ployment in the vicinity began to 
show signs of quitting work. San 
Benito citizens asked Col. Robert IL. 
Bullard at Harlingen for more troops 
in a hurry call. 

Saw Mexicans in Brush. 

About dark an army patrol a few 
miles south of town saw half a doz- 
en Mexicans dash across the road in 
frort of them and hide in the brush. 
They. failed to find these Mexicans. 
Soon afterward patrols sighted two 
or three mounted Mexicans in the 
distance who appeared to be armed. 
These also disappeared in the brush, 
Then ranchers began coming into San 
Benito from nearby farms, bringing 
their families in automobiles and 
with long rifle barrels thrust over- 
head. x 
These ranchers reported that the Mex- 
icans in the country were talking bad“ 
or that they were uneasy about the ap- 
proach of Mexican Independence day, 
Sept. 16, the celebration, of which be- 
gins today. Col. Bullard at Harlingen 
sent the infantry and cavalry to San 
Benito while Col. A. P. Blocksom at 
Brownsville ordered out a troop train 
to bring more infantry here. 1 

Three Mexican prisoners who were 
taken on suspicion after the Los In- 
dios fight and who were killed near San 
Senito Monday night, are reported. to 
have tried to escape from the automo- 
bile in which they were being taken to 
Harlingen.

PREMIER OKUMA b PRESIDENTS 


EXPLAINS JAPAN'S 
POLIGY IN Tht WAR 


Will Devote Her Energies to Aid- 
ing Allies by Supplying Them 
With Munitions, 


é-orrespondence of the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, Aug. %4.—The decision of the 


Japanese Government, announced today 
to mobilize the industrial resources of 
the country to increase the output of 
arms and ammunition for her allies, is 
explained by Premier Okuma in an in- 
terview in the Kokumin Shimeun, one 
of the leading dailies of the metropolis. 

“Russia has a great number of sol- 
diers, but she lacks munitions and other 
war material,“ the Premier is quoted 
as saying. “Wngland is in the same 
position. France alone, among the 
entente Powers, is able to meet her own 
requirements. 

“Japan now realizes that all the allies 
must co-operate to defeat our common 
enemies and has decided to give further 
assistance to the allies. We have sent 
instructions to our Ambassadors abroad 
to that effect.’’ 

The Premier referred to the sacrifices 
Japan had made already, but pointed 
out that they were not as great as those 
of her allies, for whom the stake was 
their national welfare. Japanese work 
shops and workmén, he explained, were 
not trained to the manufacture of such 
large amounts of munitions, but there 
has been a great improvement and he 
predicted their output in the future 
would be sufficient to meet the demands 
of the entente Powers. 

Referring to what he called the im- 
practicability and impossibility of send- 
ing Japanese troops to Europe, the Pre- 
mier expressed the idea that it would 


naturally be difficult for the Japanese 


soldiers to fight so whole-heartedly as 
they would for their own country. More- 
over, it was not reasonable to send an 
expedition to Europe at the expense of 
weakening Japan's defense at home. He 
was confident the increased help’ which 
Japan now is undertaking to extend 
would satisfy her allies. 
No Forma Russian Alliance. 

The Premier disposed of the question 
of a formal alliance with Russia by 
saying it was inexpedient to enter into 
any new relations of such a nature dur 
ing the war. Japan would send repre- 
sentatives to the peace conference but 
since she was not in the thick of battle 
her claims were bound to be restricted. 
On this point the Premier said: 

“But we will see to it that our di- 
nity is respected and that our rights are 
guaranteed securely. Especially in the 
Orient we shall not allow our position 
to be mjured.”’ 

Japan’s determination to increase the 
output of munitions is the result both 
of her own desire and the friendly sug- 
gestion of England, France and Russie 
Already she has supplied an immense 
amount of munitions to her allies, espe- 
cially Russia.

Naval Surgeon Says Great In- 
crease in Death Rate Is Due 
to Copying Foreigners. 


DUE PARTLY TO STUDY 


He Declares That State of Af- 
fairs Didn’t Exist When They 
Wore Native Dress.

TOKIO, Aug. B.- Dr. Baron K. Tak - 


agi, surgeon of the Japanese navy and 
member of the House of Peers, does not 
agree with Mrs. Akiko Y the 
noted writer, that the women of Japan 


should adopt the foreign style of dress 


in order that the race may become 
stronger both physically and intellect- 
ually. He advises the women to stay 
in their kimono believing it to be more 


healthful and, incidentally, more beau- 
tiful. He is distinctively the enemy of 
the present day craze in Japan to take 
over the manners and customs of the 
west. é' 

Do you know,” he said to the cor- 
respondent, “that the statistics of the 
deaths of women in Japan are shock- 
ing?” In most of the civilized countries 
the death rate for men is higher than 
that for women. In Japan the reverse 
is true. This state of affairs did not 
exist in the early years of this century 
but has come about suddenly and only 
very recently. 

The increase of deaths among women 
is especially noticeable among young 
women. The number of deaths among 
young women is alarming because it 
means fewer births and “weaker chil- 
dren. 

Compared with England, France or 
Germany the death rate for women in 
Japan is three times as high as in those 
countries. 

Seeking the causes of this rise of the 
general death rate, Dr. Takagi said 
his investigations inclined him to the 


§ selief that the loss of physical vigor by 


the Japanese was largely due to the 
increase in the number of students and 
their mode of study. He fancied that 
scholarship and physical neglect went 
hand in hand. 

Whereas/in the United States with the 
prevalent love of sports, the desirable 
thing was to be physically strong, in 
Japan it almost seemed as if to be 
strong was a reproach. In the decade

Mayor Kiel should go slow in accepting advice 
to submit a proposal for a bond issue at a special 
election. The city has borne a heavy burden of 
cost for special elections during the past few 
The Post-Dispatch is not now and never has 


sary public work. We have not dodged special 
elections, but have urged them in emergency 
cases such as the Charter and the bridge bonds. 
We acquiesced in a special election on the park- 
way because we thought the approval of that 
project could work a great step forward. 

One of principal objects of a bond issue 18 
the prevention of floods in the basin of the 
River des Peres. This is a necessary work for 


| the protection of lives and property on the 


course of the river and the protection of Forest 
Park from overflow. It is a large undertaking 
involving co-operation with the county. 

Have thorough plans for the project been de- 
vised? Has it been decided how much of the 
cost should be apportioned to the city and how 
much to benefited property owners. The bene- 
fits of controlling the river are chiefly local. 
The greatest benefits will accure to property 
owners within the’ flood district. As one of 
these property owners the city should bear itv 
share of the cost, but should it bear more? The 
property owners benefited by the River des 
Peres drainage system should bear a proportion- 
ate share of the expense. 

How soon will we need a municipal loop for 
the bridge? Will it be necessary. before the 
next general election? The same question may 
be asked concerning all the public works for 
which bonds are suggested. 

Certainly we do not have to rush inte muni- 
cipal public utilities. Nor should there ts laste 
in undertaking them. The few months between 
a special election and the general election may 
well be consumed ip considering how far we 
want to undertake the ownership and operation 
of public utilities. T*trre should be given for the 
full public discussion of plans. 

It would not be amiss to utilize the full time 
until the general election next year determining, 
what public works we need that call for bond 
issues and how much money we will require for 
them. 

Let us be sure an emergency exists before 
hurrying into a special election. We could use 
$€0,000 to good effect.

BIG DROP IN OUR EXPORTS. 

Exports last week showed the great decline of 
$27,000,000 as compared with the preceding week, 
totaling only $38,598,708. The week included 
Labor day, but there have been other weeks 
that included holidays, and this total is the 
smallest since the opening ef the war. 

Some part of the decline may be due to for- 
tuitous circumstances. Not as many vessels may 
have been scheduled to sail as during average 
weeks. But that the falling off has been caused 
m large part to the unfavorable conditions in 
foreign exchange is most probable. 

Persons who demand an embergo on certain 
classes of exports naturally will demand a bar 
on the special financial errangements making 
those exports possible. But if the exports are 
to continue the special financial arrangements 
are inevitable. The latter are a consequence 
of the former. : 

If the balance of trade in our favor is to 
shrink permanently to last week’s figures, $6,672,- 
000, or lower, no special effort on the part of 
financiers will be necessary. Assuming that it 
will continue at former huge proportions a ten- 
dency having almost the force of a-law of in- 
ternational exchanges under such conditions re- 
quires our acceptance of the customary mediums 
with which adverse balances are settled, not 
money only, but the Government bonds of the 
countries to which we sell things, their indus- 
trial securities, other forms of property whose 
ownership is easily transferred and whose value 
is easily ascertained.

It is, briefly, an order on a bank 
or depository to pay at once to a cer- 
tain person or his order or to bearer 
a stated amount of money from a fund 
deposited with it by the drawer. It 
is further a conditional contract to pay 
the said sum in the event of the 
payor refusing to do so. However, the 
drawee must use reasonable diligence 
in presenting the check for payment, 
for in the event of his neglect to do so, 
and the failure of the bank, he will lose 
and will not be able to force the maker 
to make good his loss. 
Payment on a check may be stopped 
any time before payment except where 
it has been certified by the payor. Cer- 
tification is a guarantee that the payor 
has sufficient funds out of which to 


use, 


verbal acceptance and statement as 
above is not sufficient, the certification 
must be stamped or written across the 
instrument in order to be binding. 

The practice of signing blank checks, 
by no means an uncommon one, is dan- 
gerous and should be avoided. Should 
the payee insert an amount greatly in 
excess of what has been agreed and 
the check come into the hands of an 
innocent third party the maker would 
have no defense to a suit for its pay- 
ment. Remember that an indorsee of 
a negotiable instrument takes it free of 
any equities between drawer and 
drawee. Care should be taken in ac- 
cepting a check toward payment of a 
disputed amount. If the words in full 
ot all accounts” appear on the check no 
further amount can be recovered. The 
check is deemed accepted in final set- 
tlement.

Document Relates to Ceremony 
’ Performed March 2, 1800, in 
St. Charles Church. 


In going over some long-forgotten rec- 
crds.in the vaults of St. Charles Bor- 
romeo Church, at St. Charles, yester- 
day,-searchers found a curious account 
ef the marriage of Daniel Morgan 
Boone, eldest son of Daniel Boone. It 
Was written by Father Leander Lus- 
son, Spanish pastor of the church, under 
a pension from his Government from 
1798 to 1804. The entry follows: 

“On March 2, 1800, have appeared be- 
fore me, Frere Leander Lusson, recol- 
lect priest and pastor of St. Charles 
parish in Missouri, Daniel Morgan 
Boone, the legitimate and oldest son 
of Daniel Boone and Rebecca Bryan, his 
lawful wife, living at St. Charles, in 
Missouri, on the one side, and on the 
other Sara Griffin Lewis, a younger 
and legitimate daughter of John Bap- 
tist Lewis and Elizabeth Harvey, his 
lawful wife, her parents living at the 
port of St. Andrew. The which par- 
ties have declared to me their intentions 
to bind themselves with the mutual 
pledge of marriage. After giving their 
oath on the Holy Bible to answer truth- 
fully to all the points on which I must 
interrogate them, they have consented 
to answer. 

Boone Was Presbyterian. 

‘Being asked what religion they pro- 
— tne said Daniel Morgan Boone 
Said he was a Presbyterian and the said 
Sara Griffin Lewis said that she pro- 
fessed the Protestant religion. Being 
Asked if. they would promise to bring 
the children born of this union to the 
church of the place near their future 
dwelling to be baptized, and send them 
to be instructed in religion, they an- 
swered Tes.“ 

“Being asked if their parents were re- 
lated within the forbidden degrees, so 
that, aecording to their religion, they 
could not contract marriage, they an- 
swered ‘No.’ Being asked from what 
country they came, the said Daniel 
Boone Morgan replied that he was a na- 
tive of Virginia in the diocese of Balti- 
more, and that he was living here with 
his parents; and the said Sara G. Lewis 
replied that she was likewise a native 

of Virginia and that she lived with her 
father and mother. 

“Being asked, whether their parents 

gave their consent to their marriage, 
their fathers and mothers, being pres- 
ent, answered. ‘Yes, sir.“ Being asked 
if they had been constrained by vio- 
lap or threats or by force of authority 
to pledge their troth in marriage, they 
answered, ‘No, sir.’ 
„After the 4 and 
after the publication of bans on eight 
successive Sundays at the door of our 
Church ot St. Charles, and also at the 
house of Mr. Mackey, commandant of 
the said village and post of St. Andrew, 
the sald Daniel Morgan Boone, has, 
in my presence, taken the said Sara 
Griffin Lewis fof his lawful wife and 
pledged to her his marriage vow. And 
in return the said Sara Griffin Lewis 
nas taken the said Daniel Morgan Boone 
hr her lawful husband and plighted 
to him “her troth. And I have received 
meir mutual consent and united them 
in bonds ot matrimony.”

DCS RECENTLY 
STRONGEST SHOW

No Progress Made in Negotia- 
tions for Foreign Loan, but 
Absurdities Are Revealed.

NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrig ted financial review 

today, says: 

‘Prices on the Stock Exchange 
moved in ne senate ae! fashion ay, 
changes of price be 0 irregular and 
without significance. esterday’s sud- 
den enthusiasm over the war order 
Shares had evidently waned. Stock 
which had moved up violently yester- 
day were, on the whole, the weak spots 
of the market. Elsewhere the general 
movenient showed firmness during the 
most of the day, but with fractional 
fluctuations in both directions and lit- 
tle real activity. 

“Not much occurred in the way of 
financial news. Sterling exchange 
moved little. Washington continued 
to wait for Berlin's disavowal. 

“The Government’s weekly crop 
bulletin showed, as was to have been 
expected, that this spell of extreme 
heat, coming thus late in the season 
and extending over a great part of 
the oe Sarge! has been immensely 
helpful to the harvest prospects.

This condition, to be sure, is nothing 
new in Wall street, but it is possibly ag 
gravated in the present case by the pe- 
culiar questions of international sym 
383 and antipathies which surroun. 
t. Perhaps, too, there have been other 
reasons. It is conceivable that feelin; 
about the war may to some extent ham- 
ver the preliminary arrangements, but,

ary. 

“As for the suggestion, heard occa- 
sionally today, of .a concerted move- 
ment of bank depositors not in sympa- 
thy with the purposes of the loan to 
threaten their banks in case of partici- 
pation, there are two things to say. One 
is, that concerted movements of the sort 
to embarrass legitimate business trans- 
actions, because of sympathy with for- 
eign Governments, have already run too 
close to the law of conspiracy to be 
pleasant occupations. The other is, that 
a self-respecting bank president, threat- 
ened thus by a depositor, would himself 
be apt to compel the withdrawal of that 
depositor's account and other bank 
presidents, for their own protection 
might not care to take the risk of ac 
cepting it.“
